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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 27 
January 201 1 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. When taken in combination, the Declarations under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 by Kenji Shiga 
dated 26 October 201 0 (hereafter referred to as first declaration) and 27 January 201 1 
(hereafter referred to as second declaration) demonstrate unexpected results which 
serve as evidence of the non-obviousness of the claimed invention. 

4. The first declaration compares two methods for arriving at a combination of a first 
amorphous polyester resin equivalent to the claimed (I), a reactive compound 
equivalent to the claimed (II), and either an additional amorphous polyester equivalent 
to the claimed (III) or a crystalline polyester equivalent to the claimed (IV). In Examples 
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1,14, and 18, the first amorphous polyester (I) was first melted and kneaded with the 
reactive compound (II) to form a modifier. The resultant modifier was then melt 
kneaded together with either polyester (III) or (IV). In contrast, Samples A, B, and C 
were obtained by directly blending the three components to prepare a mixture without 
first preparing a modifier, similar to the method taught by the prior art (e.g. US 
2004/0010073.). 

5. As evidenced by Table 1 , Examples 1,14, and 1 8 demonstrate a number of 
improved properties as compared to Samples A, B, and C. As per the key at page 23 of 
the instant specification, the inventive Examples have an Izod notched impact strength 
of 40 J/m or greater, while the comparative Samples have an impact strength of less 
than 35 J/m. Additionally, with respect to surface smoothness, the Examples have a 
maximum irregularity height of less than 100 microns, while the Samples have a 
maximum irregularity height of 200 microns or more. While the majority of the 
remaining comparative tests are qualitative rather than quantitative in nature, they are 
nevertheless indicative of at least some improvement in the various cited properties. 

6. The second declaration demonstrates that only a portion of functional groups in 
the reactive compound are reacted with amorphous polyester (I) prior to blending with 
either polyester (III) or (IV). It is clear from the description of the procedure and 
calculations performed by Mr. Shiga that an incomplete reaction takes place, leaving a 
portion of functional groups of (II) unreacted after compounding with (I). 

7. When taken together, it is evident that a process wherein an amorphous 
polyester resin (I) is first compounded with a reactive compound (II), and thereafter 
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mixed with either an amorphous polyester (III) or a crystalline polyester (IV) results in a 
product which possesses unexpected quantifiable improvements in impact strength and 
surface smoothness, as well as a number of improvements which are qualitatively 
demonstrated by the Declarations. 

8. The Declarations also serve to illustrate the criticality of the product-by-process 
limitation present in independent Claims 7 and 17, inasmuch as the claimed process 
has been demonstrated as resulting in a product which possesses unexpectedly 
improved physical properties. 

9. The unexpected results illustrated by the first and second Declarations 
establishes the non-obviousness of the claimed subject matter. Therefore, all 
previously presented rejections under 35 USC 103(a) are withdrawn. A thorough 
search of the prior art reveals no reference which would anticipate the pending claims; 
therefore, Claims 7-37 are allowed.
